FORD SMELTERS 
MILE IN LENGTH 


WiLL USE AL# “IRON IN AUTO 
MANUFACTURING; MILLION 
TRACTOR PLANNED 
ANNUALLY 


An idea of the vastness of the greai 
smelter plant in course of construct- 
ion by Henry Ford & Son Co. can 
be gained when it is said an dutomo- 
bile speedometer shows it ito be exact- 
ly one mile from ons end of the works 
to the other. 

The present program is to have the 
monster building, calculated to pro- 
duce 3,000,000 tons of steel a year and 
give employment to 30,000 men, in op- 
eration on New Year’s day, 1920. 

None of this steel is to be marketed, 
as Ford will be obliged to work the 
smelters to their utmost capacity to 
produce sufficient output to supply its 
own needs for automobiles and trac- 
iors. During the fiscal year ending 
July 31, 1919, Ford wil have produced 
900,000 cars in which will be used 400, 
000 tons of steel for frames, moters, 
axles, etc. The steel used for magne- 
tos, metal for tanks, sheet metal for 
fenders and guards, shouid hit the 1) 
000,000 ton mark in 1920. 

Tractor production is planned for 
1,000,000 yearly. Farm implements
